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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratham, N. H.: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of the Stratham schools. It will deal with the activities of the 
school year ending in June 1923, and with those of the present 
year to date. 


I have put into a brief and easily read table, Table I, the school 
statistics of the last five years so that the changes in the schools 
from year to year may be noted and compared. It will be seen 
that the average salary of teachers has been raised $283.00 in five 
years while the total number of pupils has grown smaller. This 
of course Means an increased average outlay per pupil. To off- 
set that, there has been in the same period a considerable reduction 
in the number of tardinesses and a considerable increase in the 


percentages of attendance, except for last year. Last winter’s © 
severe weather is, I think, wholly accountable for the drop in the 
percentage of attendance. The sickness of the teacher of the 


Plains School made an unfortunate break in the work there and 
prolonged the close of the year for that school too far into June 
and hot weather. I can’t feel that the accomplishments of the 
school for the year were as satisfactory as we could wish for. One 
seldom sees a better example of devotion to duty than that dis- 
played by Miss Morrill of the Winnicutt School last year. Her 
school was very small, a circumstance which makes for a weaker 
school spirit and lower enthusiasm, but she supplied both spirit, 
enthusiasm when needed and really taught her school. Miss 
Sterling had also a very successful year, putting her whole self 
into the school and the interests of her pupils both in school and 
out. The extra work of the school was always cheerfully done, 
pupils, parents, and neighbors became very fond of her, and her 
year was very satisfactory. The results of the year at the Ridge 
School were better than the first month or two of school predicted. 
The supervisor of music did excellent work in all the schools and 
all the teachers followed her directions faithfully. There is a 
great difference between the schools in music accomplishment, 
because of the variations in the natural gift for music possessed 
by the pupils of the various schools. I hope that Mrs. Coombs

can arrange a public meeting for the close of her year, sd that all 
the schools can show to all the parents just hwat has been done 
in music. The health inspection was conducted as usual, showing 
far too many defects in some schools. I am sure, however, that 
more parents now realize the importance of health and are co- 
operating in attaining good results. 


I have only the highest praise for the teachers of this year and 
their work up to this date. It is the best force Stratham has had 
since I have known the schools and excellent work is the results. 
The good of last year has been preserved and the weaknesses of 
last year have been very greatly strengthened. This condition 
is in part the result of your policy of having only teachers of train- 
ing or experience or both and in part the result of a most cordial 
spirit of friendliness for the teachers on the part of the parents. 
The latter condition especially, tends to create in the pupils a 
splendid school enthusiasm and will to work which the teachers 
have quickly and efficiently used. 


For all this generous support in school affairs, by the School 
Board and parents, I wish to express what both the teachers and 
I feel, our deep appreciation.
